By-Laws 

Section 1 (a). The annual dues of regu 
lar individual members (persons who are 
heads of law libraries) shall be $5.00 pei 
year. The dues of library assistants shall 
be $3.00 per year. Each member shall re 
ceive the Law Library Journal as a part 
of said membership The year for dues 
hall begin on July Ist in each and every 
year 

Section 1 (b) rhe annual dues of as 
ociate members shall be $10.00 per year. 
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Section 1 (c). The annual dues of in- 
stitutional members shall be based upon 
the number of full time persons employed 
by such institutional members according 
to the following scale: 

(1) Libraries having one or two full 
time persons in their employ shall pay 
$10.00 per year. 

(2) Libraries having more than two 
full time persons in their employ shall pay 
annual dues at the rate of $5.00 for each 
such person on their staffs provided, how- 
ever, that no library shall be required to pay 
dues in excess of $40.00 per year in order 
to enjoy the full privileges of an institu- 
tional member. 

Section 2. Members failing to pay dues 
after the expiration of one year shall be 
dropped from membership.
